Implements name change to CVS Health

As CVS sharpens its focus 
on customer health, the 
nation's second-largest 
drugstore chain will tweak 
p its‘eorporate name and stop 
‘ ‘thé sale of tobacco nearly a 

month sooner than planned. 
; CVS Caremark said it will 
} now be known as CVS 
i Health, effective immedi- 
i atély. The signs on its 
} roughly 7,700 drugstores 
won't change, so the change

However, those customers 
will see a big change when: 
they check out. In a move 
sure to be a boon to local 
smoke shops along Route 38 
in Wilmington and 
Tewksbury, the cigars and 
cigarettes that used to fill 
the shelves behind store 
cash registers have been 
replaced with nicotine gum 
and signs urging visitors to 
kick the tobacco habit. 

Stores also started stock- 
ing free tobacco quit packs 
where cigarettes used to sit. 
The red-and-white boxes, 
nearly the size of a ciga- 
rette pack, contain coupons, 
a card showing how much a 
smoker can save by quitting 
and a booklet with Sudoku 
and other games to distract 
someone fighting the urge 
to smoke.

But compa- 
ny executives have been 
quick to point out that while 
chocolate bars in modera- 
tion pose little health risk, 
no amount of tobacco is 
considered safe. 

The CVS corporate name 


‘change reflects the health 


push while removing a ref- 
erence to the company's 
biggest revenue producer, 
its Caremark pharmacy 
benefits management. 

The name Caremark, how- 
ever, had never really regis- 
tered with the average per- 
son, according to Laura 
Ries, president of the brand 
consulting firm Ries & Ries. 

CVS, which is ranked 12th 
in the 2014 Fortune 500, 
announced in February that 
it would phase out tobacco 
sales by Oct. 1 because it 
could no longer sell smokes 
in a setting where health 
care is offered. 

The CEO at CVS has said 
that the company expects to 
lose about $2 billion in rev- 
enue annually after pulling 
tobacco from its shelves, 
but executives believe they 
can counter that loss at 
least in part through growth 
the company may get from 
health care. Merlo declined 
estimate how much of a 
benefit CVS expects. 

The potential revenue loss 
hasn't spooked investors so 
far. CVS shares have 
climbed about 22 percent 
since the tobacco announce- 
ment. Shares rose 81 cents 
to $80.54 in afternoon trad- 
ing.

WATCH THOSE STATE 
ESTATE TAXES 


} When rich Northerners move to 
| Florida or Arizona, they’re not just look- 
| ing for better weather; they’re seeking 
! lower taxes. 
| The federal government has eased off 
| on estate taxes, exempting the first $5.34 
million of assets. With portability, we 
~ may hold onto $10.68 million per couple. 
But many states are not so generous. In New Jersey, for in- 
stance, the state exemption is just $675,000 per person, and 
the tax rate can go to 16 percent. As residents move, more 
governors are looking to trim the tax. 

In New York, where the current exemption is $1 million, 
with a top tax rate of 16 percent, the governor has proposed 
raising the exemption to $5.25 million within a few years, and 
lowering the top rate to 10 percent. Indiana and Ohio have 
ended their estate tax, and other states are reviewing theirs. 

Move? Other options are to set up trusts to reduce or defer 
the tax, or start giving away assets to reduce the estate.

Power was shut down for Hurricane Carol 


But residents reaped unexpected benefits

here will never be another 

Carol. What might seem like a 

romantic statement is actually 
about the naming of hurricanes. 
Hurricane Carol, which hit New 
England 60 years ago on August 31, 
1954, was so bad that the U.S. Weather 
Bureau retired the name. 


_ It wasn’t that Carol was a massive 


storm. In fact, as hurricanes go, it 
was fairly compact. But it centered 
around a record low-pressure area. 
Many storms go up the coast, but 
Carol went up through the center of 
the state. 

In all, the hurricane killed 68 people. 
Long Island, N.Y. and Connecticut 
were especially hard hit. Wilmington, 
by comparison, was extremely fortu- 
nate — no deaths or injuries here. 

But there was plenty of damage. 
Hundreds of trees were downed, some 
landing on houses, others blocking 
roads and taking down wires. Most of 
the town was without electric power 
for at least a week. On September 12, 
a group of women descended on the 
town manager’s office with 11 days 
worth of dirty laundry. They were 
angry that their electric power hadn’t 
been restored. 

The Reading Municipal Light Dept., 
serving four towns, shut down all 
power in advance of the storm, hoping 
to reduce damage and injuries. The 


department only had 16 linemen, and 
they were working 16-hour days, but 
the board refused to bring in outside 
assistance. 

Reading’s water and sewer pumping 
stations, were on electric power, and 
power had to be restored to these 
first. Wilmington at the time had 
diesel pumps for water supply and 
Wilmington residents never lost their 
water service. However, this took the 
onus off the Reading department to 
restore power there. 

This was of little consolation to fam- 
ilies trying to cook meals, preserve 
food and live without electric power. 
Town Manager Joseph Courtney 
termed the electrical system “archa- 
(okt 

Wilmington town crews used chain 


‘saws and snowplows to push aside 


fallen trees blocking roads. They were 
also on hand to cut trees to provide 
better access for electrical workers. 
However, they were not allowed to 
break wires that were in among the 
fallen trees. This resulted in some 
instances where people reported see- 
ing crews skip over a cutting task. 

Life was certainly disrupted for peo- 
ple in town. But if there was a bright 
note, it was what took place in the 
days after the storm. Without electric- 
ity, people connected with their neigh- 
bors. A week after the hurricane, 
Capt. Larz Neilson wrote this in the 
Wilmington Crusader: 
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CAROL 

She had a very nice name, and, ‘if 
you stop to consider, there were some 
really nice things about that hurrfi- 
cane. So you weren’t able to have the 
customary ham and eggs, with coffee, 
on that first morning! You felt awful, 
you who had an electric stove and all 
the modern conveniences, breaking 
your fast on bread and jam. But didn’t 
it feel wonderful when the fellow 
down the street stopped in with a pot 
of hot coffee, prepared by his wife on 
their old-fashioned oil stove? You 
never paid much attention to him 
before, but you know him for very fine 
fellow, a fine neighbor who came 
through in a pinch. 

So you missed watching the Red Sox 
because the TV wasn’t working! Didiit 
occur to you that you didn’t have to 
listen to the silly children’s pro- 
grams? Did you feel thankful that for 
a while, Howdy Doody wasn’t running 
the household schedule? After all, 
how important were those TV pro- 
grams that, before, you just had to 
see? 

You are not only still alive, but you 
have had time to do something you 
never did before, sit on the front 
porch for an evening and just talk, 
neighbor-like. It was a wonderful 
experience, wasn’t it? “4 

No, Carol wasn't just so much harsh- 
ness. She had her tender moments, 
too.

“If your friends jumped off a bridge, would you do it 
too?” So says the exasperated parent to their child in an 
age-old attempt to warn against peer pressure. Being the 
sarcastic litigator even at a young age, I would often 
think, “Yes, yes, I would....if the bridge were on fire....or 
we were bungee jumping” (never spoken out loud as I 
valued fy limited juvenile freedom! ) 

As the school year begins and we once again send our 
children into the educational community, every parent 
has that fear of their child being bullied or being influ- 
enced to make poor choices. Here is my hope: our kids 
subscribe to positive peer pressure and become leaders 
in all things awesome.

Owner of Lawrence 
financial services 
company pleads 


guilty to fraud 


BOSTON - The former 


owner of a Lawrence-based. 


financial services company 
pleaded: guilty last week to 
charges that he defrauded 
investors, filed false tax 
returns on behalf of certain 
clients, and then filed. his 
own false tax returns, said 
U.S. Attorney Carmen Ortiz. 

Robert Burton, 37, the for- 
mer Managing Director of 
Pinnacle Financial 
Consulting LLC, Pinnacle 
Strategic Investments LLC, 
and the Pinnacle Asset and 
Capital Management Group 
LLC, pleaded guilty before 
U.S. District Court Judge 
Mark L. Wolf to securities 
fraud and tax fraud. 
Sentencing is scheduled for 
Nov.13, 2014 at 3:00 pm. 

Burton acted as an invest- 
ment advisor and promised 
to invest some clients’ 
money in various securities, 
including . stocks, mutual 
funds, and in a debt portfolio 
allegedly managed by 
Pinnacle. In some instances, 
he promised to return the 
principal invested within 
approximately 30 days, along 
with an interest payment 
equal to 100% of the amount 
invested. Burton did not 
invest the money as prom- 
ised, did not make the prom- 
ised payments and, in some 
instances, provided investors 
with checks iat ultimately 
bounced. 

Through Pinnacle Burton 
also provided tax prepara- 
tion services and, in at least 
two instances, prepared and 
filed false tax returns on 
behalf of his clients. Finally, 
although Burton derived 
substantial income through 
the operation of Pinnacle, he 
failed to identify that income 
on his own tax returns and 
admitted to filing false tax 
returns for the 2008, 2009, 
2010, and 2011 tax years. 

If the plea agreement is 
accepted by the Court, 
Burton will be sentenced to 
no more than two years in 
prison and not less than 12 
months confinement, three

President Obama 
established the interagency 
Financial Fraud 
Enforcement Task Force to 
wage an aggressive, coordi- 
nated and proactive effort to 
investigate and prosecute 
financial crimes. The task 
force includes representa- 
tives from a broad range of 
federal agencies, regulatory 
authorities, inspectors gen- 
eral and state and local law 
enforcement who, working 
together, bring to bear a 
powerful array of criminal 
and civil enforcement 
resources. The task force is 
working to improve efforts 
across the federal executive 
branch, and with state and 
local partners, to investigate 
and prosecute significant 
financial crimes, ensure just 
and effective punishment for 
those who perpetrate finan- 
cial crimes, combat discrim- 
ination in the lending and 
financial markets, and 
recover proceeds for victims 
of financial crimes.

With children and young 
adolescents owning cell 
phones, receiving calls from 
scammers is definitely a 
risk. In this day and age, it’s 
very important to be aware 
of the types of calls or texts 
children might receive. 
Better Business Bureau is 
warning _— parents and 
guardians of cell phone 
solicitations now targeting 
children. 

In a recent instance that 
was reported to Better 
Business Bureau, a parent 
had intercepted a phone call 
on her daughter’s phone. 
The call was supposedly 
from the Johnson & Fuller 
Law Firm. It was a message 
from an employee, who 
informed her that she had 
not responded to two letters 
regarding a debt. Therefore, 
she was being arrested for 
two acts of criminal negli- 
gence and needed to call the 
number back immediately. 

She did, and she talked to 
the employee and informed 
him that he had left the mes- 
sage on a minor’s phone. To 
this, he asked her what num- 
ber he had called. She asked 
him, “Why do I need to give 
this to you?” He explained to 
her so that he can remove 
her daughter’s number from 


the calling list. Then, he. 


abruptly said, “Nevermind. 
I’m keeping her number on 
the list,” and hung up. 
Needless to say, this proba- 
bly isn’t the first or the last 
time a scam call was 
received on a minor’s phone.

on ACT Test throughout the nation ~~ 


Massachusetts high school 
students in the graduating 
class of 2014 earned the top 
score in the nation on the 


ACT test, an annual predic- 


tive measure of college and 
career readiness for many 
high school graduates, 
according to results released 
today. 

According to this year's 
ACT results, Massachusetts 
2014 public and private high 
school graduates had an 
average composite score of 
24.3 out of a possible 36, up 
from last year (24.1). The 
national average was 21.0,

things: the new educator 
evaluation system and how 
DeLai will receive guidance 
from the New 
Superintendents Induction 
Program. 

“Mrs. Presser and I have 
been serving as a tag team,” 
McGrath said. 

The purpose of the New 
Superintendents Induction 
Program, according to 
McGrath, is “to provide sup- 
port for new superintend- 
ents.” 

It'll give them “the tools to 
work smart,” she said, and 
it'll also help them develop 
relationships throughout the 
district. In addition, it'll offer 
tips on managing resources, 
the greatest of which is per- 
sonnel. 

McGrath said that she and 
DeLai will participate in six 
content days. McGrath will 
also be in the district a mini- 
mum of eight hours per 
month. 

At the end of the year, DeLai 
will present her entry plan 
findings and ultimately come 
up with a “theory of action” 
for the district. 

Regarding evaluation, 
Presser said the model is new. 
It was part of the achieve- 


ment gap legislation of 2011. 


“It’s in place for all educa- 
tors,” she said. “All districts 
are required to implement it 
by this year.” 

Some parts of it are pre 
scribed, while others allow for 
choice and adaptation. 

The new model makes eval- 
uation “more effective,” and it 
helps educators “develop and 
grow.” It also makes the 
process more objective, she 
said. 

Annual evaluations for new 
superintendents are required, 
added Presser. As such, the 
process requires greater 
attention. And with all the 
measures each superintend- 
ent is evaluated on, it’s not for 
the faint of heart. 

“This is a year-round, con- 
stant process,” she said.

Its first component is a five- 
step cycle that begins and 
ends with self-assessment. It 
includes analysis, goal set- 
ting, plan development; 
implementation of the plan; 
formative assessment and 
evaluation; and summative 
evaluation. Its evaluation tool 
utilizes SMART—or Specific 
and Strategic; Measurable; 
Action-oriented; Rigorous, 
Realistic, and Result-focused; 
Timed and tracked—goals, 
and its areas are thus: pro- 
fessional practice, student 
learning, and _ district 
improvement. The second 
part of the tool involves stan- 
dards with components 
including instructional lead- 
ership, management and 
operations, family and cor- 
munity engagement, and pro 
fessional culture. 

“The superintendent needs 
to be evaluated on each one of 
those standards,” Presser 
said. 

Committees should use the 
following when evaluating 
standards: exemplary, profi- 
cient, needs improvement, 
satisfactory. Needs improve- 
ment, in the case of a new 
superintendent, isn’t bad. It 
means “developing,” Presser 
said. 

Presser suggested that the 
Committee craft a subcom- 
mittee in order to draft an 
evaluation document. Kane 
said she’ll appoint the sub- 
committee at their next mest- 


ing.

«They say that if you love 
what-you do, you'll never 
work-a day in your life. If 
you think about it, exercis- 
ing ‘can follow the same 
motto. Whether you enjoy 
riding a bike, dancing or 
hiking you can burn calo- 
ries -and build muscle 
while having fun. Who said 
getting into shape has to 
feel like torture? 


1. Biking 


Ona nice sunny day grab 
a friend and go for a ride. 
According to www.ultracy- 
cling.com, the primary 
muscles used in biking are 
the glutes, quadriceps, 
hamstrings and calf mus- 
cles, 

If you aren't certain 
where these muscles are 
or what they do, let's 
review. The quadriceps are 
the large muscles on the 
front of the thigh that are 
responsible for straighten- 
ing the leg and pushing the 
pedal down towards the 
ground. 

The gluteus maximus is 
located on your backside 
and: is responsible for 

pushing the pedal forward 
‘at the top of the stroke. 

The hamstrings are locat- 

ied onthe back of the thigh, 
sand they work with the calf 
«muscle to lift the pedal up 
from‘ the bottom of the 
Stroke. All of these muscles 
“work ‘together to provide 
“powér when pedaling and 
ehdtirance when riding. 

@ type of riding you do 
will ‘use some of these mus-

cles more than others. If 
the terrain is hilly, the 
quadriceps will do more of 
the work powering up the 
hills. When standing to get 
up a hill, the glutes will be 
more engaged. Speed work 
or riding against the wind 
will engage all of the leg 


muscles more. 


2. Zumba 


Zumba is a type of danc- 
ing that uses interval 
training that depending on 


the intensity level can’ 


burn 300-600 calories per 
hour! Many muscles such 


as glutes, calves and 
abdominals are utilized 
during zumba and 


research shows that the 
samba, salsa and hip-hop 
style dancing are great 
lower body — workouts 
because you are constantly 
in motion. Flexing your 
legs and assuming various 
positions, like squatting 
will stimulate and 
strengthen the glutes. 

Also, many of the. rou- 
tines and movements like 
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spinning are designed to 
keep abs and core toned 
and trimmed by targeting 
both the upper and lower 
abs. Strengthening the 
core is also good for pos- 
ture and balance. 

If you want to engage 
your arm muscles such as 
biceps and deltoids, feel 
free to add 3-5 pound hand 
weights. 


3. Hiking 

Hiking both uphill and 
downhill are beneficial to 
building muscle strength. 
Hiking uphill involves 
some of the body’s biggest 
muscles, similar to biking. 
which include the gluteus 
maximus and the quadri- 
ceps. You'll also feel the 
hamstrings working along 
with the calf muscles. 

Depending on how steep 
the hills are your heart 
rate could = also be 
increased. Hiking also uses 
the abdominal, lumbar and 
dorsal muscles in your 
back which keep you 
upright. 

When hiking downhill 
muscles don’t work as 
hard as they did on the 
way up. However, here the 
quadriceps will work like 
brakes trying to alleviate 
some of the shock from the 
joints. The faster you 


move, the more impact you 


will feel. 

So don't feel like exercise 
has to be all blood, sweat 
and tears. Chances are if 
you enjoy the activity you 
will not only do it more, 
but you will work harder at 
it. Except, it won't seem 
like hard work because 
you'll be having fun.

‘Last season, for the second 
time in three years, the 
Wilmington High Golf team 
qualified for the Division 2 
North Sectional 
Tournament. The Wildcats 
earned their spot with a 3-2 
record and a second place 
in the Middlesex 
League Freedom Division 
despite finishing just 4-10 
overall on the season. 

This season the Wildcats 
will once again be seeking to 
grab a tournament berth, 
but with the deepest and 
most talented team they 
have had in several years 
they will be looking to earn 
their spot with an overall 
winning record or perhaps 
even a league title. 
“Obviously at the start of 
every season every team is 
in first place and what we 
are trying achieve every 
year is to be in first place at 
the end of the year,” 
Wildcats coach Steve Lynch 
said. “Last year we did not 
win, the league, but we fin- 
ished second and qualified 
for the tournament so we 
achieved one of our goals. 
We have the same goals this 


year. I don’t think that 
changes.” 

There is plenty of reason 
for optimism for the 


Wildcats, as they lose only 
two starters from last sea- 
son, captain Ryan McEvoy 
along with Mike Curtis. 
Both will of course be 
missed, -particularly 
McEvoy who averaged a 
score of 37 last season while 
playing out of the number 
one slot. 

“Any time you lose your top 
player it is a big void to fill, 
but this year we have a very

Lynch said. “We have never 
had so much interest in the 
team. We had something 
like 30 kids try out, including 
about fifteen freshmen. 

» “Unfortunately I had to cut 
about ten players which is a 
tough thing to do, but I hope 
some of those who got cut 
will try out again next year 
because we are going to lose 
about eight seniors off of 
this year’s team.”

Leading the way for the 
Wildcats will be senior cap- 
tain Joey Marino, who aver- 
aged-a score of 41 last sea- 
son, good for second on the 
team. Lynch is confident 
that Marino will take anoth- 
er step forward as both a 
player and leader this sea- 
son. 

“When you choose a cap- 
tain you have to factor in a 
lot of things. You not only 
want a top player, but you 
also have to think about his 
preparedness and his atti- 
tude and Joey has done a

“Glenn was our number 
three or four player last sea- 
son and he will do a nice job 
for us at number two this 
season,” Lynch said. “He

Struthers is hoping that 
this season’s number one 
player and captain, senior 
Steven Ferreira, can fill 
Fletcher’s shoes.

“The Moon is great because 
it’s close but it has no atmos- 
phere; it’s desolate. There is 
water there, but it would take 
an awful lot of effort to 
extract the water. Mars is far 
more scientifically and geo- 
logically interesting. Because 
it has an atmosphere and 
because it has water we can 
access now, it’s a far better 
target for sending humans. 
Mars should be the overarch- 
ing goal of human spaceflight 
for the next two to three 
decades plus. 

Can Mars exploration truly 
capture the public’s imagina- 
tion? 

“Yes, Mars excites the pub- 
lic,” said Carberry. “When the 
Curiosity rover landed, there 
was an amazing outpouring of 
enthusiasm. In February 2013, 
we commissioned a poll with 
Boeing and Phillips & Co. to 
gauge public feelings about 
space exploration in general 
and Mars exploration specifi- 
cally. 

“The results were extraor- 
dinary. Over 70 percent of the 
public seemed to support 
Mars exploration. Over 70 per- 
cent believed we would land 
people on Mars by 2033. A 
huge percentage thought it 
was for the sake of science, 
not national prestige.

practice. Then, to top it all 
off; the team loses its first 


game of the year, and the 


end of the streak is on their 
shoulders. 

_ They lose, of course, 
because they think of them- 
selves as individuals rather 
than a team, and because 
they’re not willing to open 
up to one another. That’s 
true of all the players, 
including Chris Ryan 
(Alexander Ludwig), whose 
overbearing father (Clancy 
Brown) is desperate for him 
to break a state scoring 
record. 

There’s also Tayshon 
Lanear (Jessie Usher), the 
hotshot wideout who has to 
learn the hard way that 
there’s no ‘I’ in team, and 


Ladouceur’s own _ son, 
Danny (Matthew 
Daddario), who sees his 


father more as a coach than 
a dad. If all of those charac- 
ters sound like clichés, it’s 
because they are, and 
though these young actors 
are trying to give the per- 
fect effort Ladouceur asks 
of his teams, the parts 
themselves aren’t strong 
enough to score. 

Caveziel makes 
Ladouceur dour and 
inscrutable, a man who has 
little relationship with. his

sons but acts as a parent to 
dozens of players. He’s 
deadly serious all the time, 
and it takes Michael 
Chiklis, almost unrecogniz- 
able in glasses and facial 
hair, as the school’s assis- 
tant coach, to lighten things 
up once in a while. 

Ladouceur’s philosophy 
is solid, and his point is a 
good one - records and 
streaks, especially at the 
high school level, aren’t 
nearly as important as fos- 
tering strong values and a 
sense of reality and humili- 
ty in young people. But 
“When the Game Stands 
Tall” reminds us of this ad 
nauseam, and it does so ina 
way that’s overtly religious. 

Certainly, De La Salle is 
a Catholic high school, and 
faith is an important part of 
Ladouceur’s coaching style. 
But the regular references 
to prayer and scripture shift 
the film’s focus from foot- 
ball to faith.

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Survival tips for single working parents
